One aspect of the invention is a method for determining, in a communication station 
using multiple antennas, improved uplink or downlink processing strategies, for example in the 
form of uplink or downlink weights for linear smart antenna processing, for which one or more 
nulls have a controlled depth. The method can be applied as a modification to a variety of known 
techniques for uplink and downlink strategy computation. The method needs as side information 
only the signatures of those remote users to which controlled nulls are to be directed. Other nulls 
in the array pattern, for which no signature estimates may be available, are substantially
